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W hile always a college-preparatory 
school, North Shore has never 
been one that is satisfied with its 
success as measured by a list of 
college acceptances. College is only a beginning. 

We can measure our success more meaningfully by 
studying our alumni. What a fascinating range of 
individuality they represent; what rich examples 
of life-long learning; what scintillating stories they 
tell! After 20 years at North Shore, 
I’m still learning from them. 

Sometimes information comes in 
the mail - like the photo of John 
Frank ’94 meeting Motorola’s 
Bob Galvin at the Yale Research 
Lab. Sometimes it comes by 
phone - like Franny Moore 31 
calling to remind me that we are 
nearing our 80th year, which he 
is well-aware of, because he began 
first grade at North Shore in 1919. Fie has many 
school stories still fresh in his mind in addition to 
all the interesting medical stories of his career. 
Sometimes information just walks in the door - 
like Bashir Muhammad ’93 a few weeks ago. After 
graduating from Wesleyan, he spent a year teaching 
English as a second language in the Sudan, with 
no books, no materials, and sometimes classes of 
100 students. Or Charlie Newman ’56 who, after 
many years as a professor of English at top colleges 
and universities across the country and many pages 
listing his published fiction and non-fiction, spent 
a week at North Shore doing research for his 
forthcoming book, “The Great American Thinker.” 
He wrote me that his visit here reminded him that 
“all the things I have come to love most in life, I 
was introduced to at North Shore.” 

While special events, such as Homecoming or 
the Gilbert & Sullivan Morning Ex, bring many 
alumni to the campus, I love alumni gatherings 
around the country, where there’s a chance to visit 
with people in their own territory. At the New York 
City gathering in March, there was Carol Cuncannan 
78, who has just returned from Tokyo as Tiffany’s 
Director of Merchandising. There was also Peter 
Reed 73 who entrusted me with the latest book he 
has edited, “Alvar Aalto, Between Humanism and 
Materialism.” As Curator for architecture and 
design at the Museum of Modem Art, he put the 
book together for the newest exhibit he arranged. 



As I happily added Peter’s 
book to our alumni collec¬ 
tion in the Library, I could¬ 
n’t help thinking of Franny 
Stanton ’27, an architect 
himself, who spoke of 
architecture as “frozen 
music!’

While their togetherness was 
caused by sadness - the death of Barbara’s mother 
- memories of her include a new music story for 
our history: When Barbara was in seventh or 
eighth grade and heard Ramsey Duff bemoaning 
the School’s lack 

of an organ, she piped up, “I’ll get you one.” Of 
course the music director took her comment for 
bravado - until the next day, when she appeared 
with her mother’s organ, North Shore’s first. And 
this June, after years of being buried under the 
stage extension, the School’s latest organ was 
uncovered to bring graduates down the aisle to the 
resounding chords of “Pomp and Circumstance.” 

In January of this year, the New York Times cited 
an American Council on Education survey of some 
349,000 college students, which concluded that 
they are increasingly less engaged with college as 
a place for learning than students in the past, and 
less committed to social issues like promoting 
racial understanding or improving the environment. 
North Shore alumni, no matter when they graduated, 
don’t fit this description. In true North Shore 
tradition, where awards and honors are few, but 
everyone is expected to do his or her best, most of 
our alumni eschew pomp once they graduate, but 
they continue to be interested in learning and to 
be interesting people doing interesting things that 
matter in the world.

Department Chair, John Almquist, Winnetka Educator of the 
Year. John was honored at a luncheon sponsored by the Chamber 
in April, and in attendance were Julie Hall, several of Johns 
North Shore colleagues, and several alumni who have been 
influenced by John throughout his career. 

In her letter of nomination, Head of School Julie Hall wrote, 
“John Almquist is a legend at North Shore Country Day School, 
and rightfully so. He is in his 35th year as an an teacher here, 
and this year, as in the last 34, many students consider their 
work with him as the most memorable in their high school 
years. He takes students’ work seriously, has high expectations 
of even those who claim to have no talent, and in many cases 
has changed their lives.” 

$ North Shore showcased the talent of the fine arts faculty with 
a special exhibition and recital in May. The exhibit featured the 
watercolor landscapes of John Almquist, the landscape and

$ Students in Senior Seminar, a year-long course that investi¬ 
gates current topics in foreign affairs; government; and law, 
justice and society, participated in a mock trial that focused 
on the issue of gender discrimination. Senior seminar teacher 
Susan Theiss designed the mock trial project complete with 
dual plaintiffs (the School and a teacher), witnesses, jurors 
(parents) and actual judges. The suit, a civil case centered 
around Title VII, was filed by a teacher who alleged she had 
been discriminated against based on her gender and that she 
had been forced into a hostile work environment. Students 
played the roles of prosecuting and defense attorneys in the 
two separate trials. 

Leading up to the trial, senior seminar students interviewed 
witnesses, took depositions and actively engaged in fact finding 
in preparation for the courtroom. Theiss found that students 
took their preparation for the trial very seriously and produced 
some of the best writing of the year for their courtroom presen¬ 
tations. The result of one trial was acquittal for the school and 
the department chair. In the other trial, however, both the 
school and the department chair were found liable.

H erman Lackner 30 was honored at 

Commencement with the Francis R. Stanton 
Alumni Recognition, which is presented each 
year to 

an alumnus or alumna whose contributions to society, to his or 

her profession, or to the School, exemplify 

The North Shore Country Day School motto “Live and Serve. 

A widely respected architect, Herman practiced architecture 
in his own Winnetka firm for 53 years, working on a range of 
projects throughout the Chicago area. Annemarie van Roessel 
of the Chicago Society of Architectural Historians called him, 

. .one of those living treasures,” in a recent profile of Herman 
in the Winnetka Talk. 

Bill Hinchliff ’64, who presented the Francis R. Stanton 
Recognition to Herman, said, “For many people in need of a 
first-rate architect to remodel, or add on to, an important house, 
or to build an entirely new one, the first choice has been, for 
many years, Herman Lackner. With his eye for detail, his 
impeccable taste, and his sensitivity to historical context, 
Herman could be trusted to work on buildings by masters like 
David Adler and Howard Van Doren Shaw. .. .At the same time, 
Herman’s work reveals an unshakable adherence to some of the 
basic principles of Modernism, which he imbibed from Ludwig 
Mies van der Rohe, one of his teachers in the late 1930s - 
simplicity; clean lines; a respect for materials; and an elegant 
understatedness.” 

Bill went on to remark, “It is a measure of his significance in 
the world of Chicago architecture that the Art Institute has 
included Herman in its oral history project, which involves 
extensive interviews with leading architects of the region.” 
Herman was so sought after, in fact, that the Winnetka Talk 
reported he continued to receive calls from clients for advice 
as recently as January. 

Herman had some advice for North Shore’s Class of ’98 as well, 
“Join everything, try everything, get involved in everything. Or 
almost everything. You do have to exercise some judgement.”

In addition to his distinguished career, Herman found time to 
serve North Shore in a number of capacities. He has served as 
president of the Alumni Association, as planner of the School’s 
first 50th Reunion, as a faithful member of the Senior Class 
(50th Reunion and older), and he served as a great and vocal 
fan of the School for almost 70 years. His commitment to 
North Shore and his significance to the profession of architecture 
on the North Shore make Herman a truly worthy recipient of 
the Francis Stanton recognition. 

Editor’s Note: On June 24, 1998, two weeks after he was presented 
with the Francis R. Stanton Recognition, Mr Lackner died at King 
Home in Evanston. At his funeral at Winnetka Congregational 
Church, many men wore bow ties and red socks, Mr. Lackners 
trademarks.

Seventh Graders Seek Justice in Mock Trial 


S eventh graders worked with criminal defense attorney, 
law professor and seventh grade parent Richard Kling 
for several weeks preparing a criminal and civil trial 
held in the courtroom at Chicago Kent Law School in 
March. Social Studies teacher Pete Nelson decided to 
use two real court cases, with students playing all of the roles, 
to make his study of constitutional law come alive. The class, 
under Professor Kling’s guidance, used actual affidavits of two 
cases to prepare to prosecute and defend the issues. Students 
also served in the jury, while Professor Kling’s law students 
acted as judge and legal coaches.

Students did not know the outcome of the real life trial. 
Following their mock trial, however, the actual defendant, 
James Newsome, who had been falsely convicted of murder 
and armed robbery, discussed with students what it had been 
like to spend 18 years of a “natural life” sentence in prison.

An O.K. Story 


An Alumni Guest Essay by Arthur M. Cox, Jr. ‘37 


M iss Griffith, our third grade teacher, got quite 
angry with me. I told her she was wrong 
after she described to the class someone’s 
version of how the term “O.K.” originated. 

It came about, she said, because an under-educated railroad 
baggage man marked his trip manifests that way for every piece 
of baggage he received free of damage - “All Korrect,” she said, 
was what it stood for. Miss Griffith, a somewhat stem Victorian, 
seemed not particularly interested in the O.K. story she then 
rather coldly allowed me to tell the class. 

But now, many decades later, and just for the record, I have 
reason to tell it again. Its origin came from within my family It 
is a Chicago story and a civil war story. And it is a simple story 
passed on to me by my parents and grandparents. 

Early in my working years, 1 came to know firsthand how baggage 
manifests were actually marked. Train baggage men used a simple, 
standardized two-letter code to describe the condition of any 
damaged piece they received - “LB” for lock broken, “SB” for side 
broken, etc. But everything received in good condition was not 
marked in any way except to record the number of its shipping tag. 

So Miss Griffith’s story that day was not “korrect.” 

The Chicago part of the O.K. story stems from the comer of 
Washington and Dearborn streets where, in 1854, my great¬ 
grandfather built a four-story building to house his “steam” 
bakery. According to a biography of him, published in the book 
“Chicago: Its History and Its Builders,” “.. .the superiority of his 
product.. .caused his output to become the best known and 
most popular in the city.” 

When the Civil War broke out, he and other bakers in the 
Chicago area were called upon by the Union Army officials to 
supply quantities of “hard tack” - biscuits - for the soldiers. 

He took this responsibility seriously and incorporated the best 
available ingredients in making his biscuits for “our boys in 
blue,” as my uncle told me on several occasions. 

He was later dismayed to learn from army officials that his 
entire initial shipment of biscuits - railroad carloads of it - had 
to be destroyed because his shipment had been mixed with the 
products of other, less scrupulous bakers, some of whom used 
weeviled flour and sawdust to pad their income. All the biscuits, 
of course, looked alike. 



He declared that this would never 
happen again because, he said, “I 
will put my initials on every biscuit 
I make.” 

His full name: Orrin Kendall. 

Because of his action, soldiers 
throughout the Union Army came 
to know that biscuits marked 
. “O.K.” were safe to eat. 


Orrin Kendall My uncle, the late Hugh M. Boice, a 

grandchild of Orrin Kendall, told me of a visit he made to the 
Old Soldiers Home in Vineland, New Jersey in the early 1930s, 
then still home to many Civil War veterans. When he told them 
the story of Orrin Kendall’s initialed hard tack, several of them 
piped up simultaneously: “O.K. biscuits, I remember them well.” 


O.K. biscuits were known to thousands of Union Army soldiers, 
which provides the basis for the term’s wide-spread usage. 


Knowing that lexicographers have pondered and speculated 
over the origin of O.K. for many years, and knowing that even 
members of my own family had forgotten important details, 

I have long worried how 1 could unbottle the story and get it 
into the hands of people of language authority. Last fall I went 
to the editorial board of the Oxford University Press with the 
story of O.K., and now I believe that lexicographers’ years of 
puzzlement may now be coming to an end! 

Arthur M. Cox, Jr 37 was a member of the New Jersey State 
Chamber of Commerce staff from 1957 until his retirement in 1986, 
where he was responsible for the organization's activities in economic 
development as well as public relations. He currently lives at Leisure 
Village West, a retirement community in Lakehurst, New Jersey, 
where he is Chairman of the Advisory Council of the Board of 
Trustees, Chairman of the Resident Services Division, station manager 
of the closed circuit cable television station, and a theatrical lighting 
professional, among many other activities. He was named to the 
Village Honor Roll and given the Outstanding Volunteer Award by the 
Board of Trustees of Leisure Village West. Mr. Cox is also a member 
of the Kenyon College Fund Executive Committee as well as an agent 
for the Class of 1942. He is currently organizing a transportation 
history cruise for Kenyon alumni to be held aboard the “Delta Queen ” 
in November.
